Jority of this strongest British govern- 
ment of modern times was the result 
of Lord Cranborne's refusal to answer 
John Dillou'is questions relating to the 
government's foreign policy without 
previous notice from the questioner. 
John Dillon, in spite of an unusually 
large attendance, almost won a vie- j 
tory. 
| 


Winston Spencer Churchill made a 


speech in reply to Mr. George's criti- 
cism of the conduct of the South African 
war, In the course of which be had de- 
nounced the burning of farms and the 
keeping of Boer women and children 
In British laagers, on reduced pro- 
Tlsions. 


These charges created a general up- 


roar and provoked an angry demand 
from Mr. Broderick, secretary of state 
for war. that Mr. George should offer 
evidence to substantiate his assertions. 


Mr. Churchill caught the eye of the 


speaker and caustically rebuked Mr. 
George. 
He then belittled the efforts 


of the pro-Boer members of the house 
in behalf of their friends. 
He main- 


tained that the war in South Africa had 
been carried on with unusual humanity, 
and he closed with a declaration of his 
belief that at no distant data there 
would be an "Anglicized, loyal, peace- 
ful and prosperous Transvaal." 


Sir Robert Reid, Radical, argued that 


all this could be accomplished without ' 
unnecessary severity and without with- 
holding terms. 


Mr. Chamberlain, 
springing to bis 


feet, stigmatized tbe speech of Mr. 
B«id as "devoted to abuse of British 
officers and the policy of ministers and 
to praise of the enemies of Great Brit- 
ain." He denied that peace with honor 
was at any time possible before or af- 
ter the fall of Pretoria. 


"The policy of her majesty's govern- 


ment,'" he declared, "has not varied. 
Before the invasion of Natal we would 
have accepted the most moderate con- 
cessions, but from the moment the 
Invasion occurred and the Boers had 
fired the first shot, the government de- 
termined that not one shred of the In- 
dependence which the Boers had abused 
should ever again be conceded to them." 


"The government," continued Mr. 


Chamberlain, "challenged the opposi- 
tion at tbe general election on the is- 
sue of annexation. 
We Challenge you 


again. 
Tonight six pro-Boers have 


spoken, and not a single Liberal Im- 
perialist." 


Mr. Reid objected to the term pro- 


Boer, but Mr. Chamberlain stuck to 
bis guns. 
"I maintain," he said, "that 


there is no other name for the men who 
believe every scandalous libel on Brit- 
ish officers and soldiers." 


Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain said he 


believed that with the development of 
South Africa, persons of British origin 
would be largely in excess of the rest 
of the population.

"Before we grant free government to 


the Boers," exclaimed the colonial sec- 
retary, "tiie country must be restored 
to something like its normal conditiou. 
I believe the Boers know well the terms 
offered them. 
The time is; perhaps 


not opportune for taking further steps 
to make the terms known, but I have 
been in communication with Sir Alfred ' 
Milner with a view of taking advantage 
of any opportunity that might present 
Itself. 
: "The struggle had to come. It orig- 
inated in the determination of the Boers 
to secure tbe ascendency in South Af- 
rica. 
I believe that, in spite of the 


sacrifices made, this country is of the 
same mind as when it entered upon the 
struggle, and will spare no effort to 
bring it to a close, and will support no 
party which seeks to stultify the object 
in view. 


The "revolt of the Tories," as Tho '

American forces iu Pekiu ever since the 
city was pacified simply as a legation 
guard, and the German government is 
fully aware that the Linited Staves gov- 
ernment purposely dopmed the Amer- 
ican contingent in China of its offensive 
milnary ch.a-<ietoi' and withdrew it 
from the control of Count Von Walder- 
see in order to hasten peace negotia- 
tions and prevent, so far as possible, 
the

ments against the Chinese, which were 
at once unnecessary and baneful in 
their effect upon "the peace movement. 
So our government, not having changed 
Its policy, cannot f'o otherwise than 
cause General Chaffee to refrain from 
any participation lu hostile military 
movements, so long as the present 
peaceful conditions continue. 


It is realized to be extremely desir- 


able to avoid offending German pride 
in this matter, but it is hoped that by 
an appeal to the conservative forces of 
the empire, made not by the United 
States alone, but with powerful seconds 
in the shape of Kussiaand perhaps Ja- 
pan, the German government will be 
brought to see that crcod policy and good 
faith both will bo best served by avoid- 
ing interference with the peace nego- 
tiations at this stage. 


The Unlti-d States government stands 


steadfastly by the principles laid down 
in Secretary Hay's letter of July 3 last, 
and, as it secured the adhesion of all the 
interested powers to that statement of 
principles, it is hoped that, by calling 
attention to proposed infractions, they 
may be prevented. 


The Chinese government unfortu- 


nately is delay ing the peace negotiations 
in an exasperating fashion, and is not 
responding in proper spirit to the efforts 
of the United States government.

tionate perusal of friends and yet ot 
such value to the historian of life and 
manners—sball we say that it has dis- 
appeared from the busy modern world, 
killed by the ''railway and the steam- 
ship and the thoughts that shake man- 
kind?" As least, it is now but a rare 
product, a fragile flower scarcely able 
to maintain itself in our altered social 
soil. 


Correspondence from being a cherish- 


ed art and solace has in our day tend- 
ed to become what is called to slang a 
"grind." 
It is ''snippety." like the 


cheap newspapers, a sort of "bits" or 
"cuts," giving hints which require to be 
filled out, 
only that the receiver has i 


hardly time for that mental process. 
Truth to tell, a great deal of our letter 
writing is boredom, the source of irrita- 
tion and weariness to those who are 
called on to undertake it.—London 
Spectator. 


Front Flnsera to Forks. 


In olden times fingers served well 


enough to convey food to the mouth, 
and a divided gourd was an acceptable 
drinking vessel, but when fashionable 
aspirations seized our ancestors they 
ecorned these implements of nature, 
and even the Pacific islanders pulled 
their hair, of which they had a gener- 
ous abundance, in their aniiety to de- 
vise more seemly methods. They final- 
ly manufactured forks that looked like 
ekewers, and out of the bamboo they 
manufactured knives. 
The Indians, 


proverbially slow in adopting modern 
ways, still eat without knives or forks, 
although they have permitted the use 
of spoons. These were first made of 
shells and the rinds of gourds. Later 
handles were inserted, and, having 
passed numerous stages, knives, forks 
and spoons have reached the present 
elaborately ornamented kinds now in 
general use. 


Tbe cup is probably the most ancient 


of all domestic utensils. Its earliest 
form was simply the half closed hand 
or the folded leaf. Then followed cups 
made of sea shells or rinds of fruit cut 
in halves. 
Later appeared cups of 


metal, lacquer and china. For centu- 
ries the cup has been made the expres- 
sion of art and luxury, and the most 
precious metals, combined with the ar- 
tisan's most consummate skill, are now 
commonly employed in their manufac- 
ture.—Baltimore Sun.

'ance inside the church walls included 
a "specialty" that belonged exclusively 
to the "variety" boards, the persons 
"doing the turn" being people having 
variety or common concert stage ex- 
perience. It was edifying. 


And not so very long ago we were 


entertained by a church musical per- 
formance that certainly was older in 
character than the spirit of the refor- 
mation. It was intensely Bryonic in its 
"wine, women and song" flavor and 
was as sensuously pagan as the se- 
ductive ver&es of old Omar Khayyam 
could make it. 


And again we were entertained. A 


large troupe of local young women 
were picked to represent the gayety, 
gorgeousnes and iiuestionable doings of 
an Egyptian court. They were to dance 
merrily in short dresses even if it did 
tend to blunt their modesty, and, as 
they stood around, they were com- 
pelled to listen to some language that 
was not purifying to say the 
least. 


The lines of this church play required 
a woman assuming one of the charac- 
ters to rush upon the stage and declare 
concerning another character "He hath 
defiled me." 


These things were done on the church 


stage for church money. The secular 
stage must not be too harshly judged if 
it contains "Sapho" for money. There 
18 a biblical passage about eyes and 
beams and motes.

* the pulpit temptation to apply her re- 


marks to her community as if that 
community was the sinful spot of the 
earth. 
Rev. Mrs. Wright was plain 


ajid pointed In her remarks, which was 
good, for timid Intimation in handling 
such matters is of little Or no value. 
Personal purity cannot be taught by 
mild suggestion, at least not from the 
public platform. The ugliness of pol- 
lution and its inescapable consequences 
must be set out with a face befitting 
them. 
- 


However it is quite remarkable how 


much talk may be made over the les- 
son of a commonplace play when it is 
transferred 
from 
the boards. The 


wronged young woman and her suffer- 
ing and the bad young man and his 
temporarily secure social position form 
the common basis of the commonest 
melodrama. The application of justice 
to them by the dramatist works its 
moral good nightly from the stage un- 
noticed if not condemned by the su- 
perior and lettered person. Yet this is 
the poorest of the work of the stage. 
"Ten, twent, thirt," the trade abbre- 
viation 'of the popular price show, 
properly clasifies the drama of this 
material. But its socializing worth is 
not overlooked by the accurate ob- 
server, who sees that this drama in 
our second class play houses is almost 
the tttily teacher and entertainer of the 
multitude. It is true that many of the 
patrons of this drama have church 
homes, but the larger truth is that the 
class the church is despairing of reach- 
ing is contained in these patrons. They 
sing the popular 
songs, have some 


musical instrument 
on which they 


play popular melodies, attend the pop- 
ular price play and are wonderfully 
good and pure. 
Listen to their con- 


versation during the week and you 
will find a great part of its subject 
matter to be the story of such a play, 
the story of such a song, the peculiari- 
ties of such a meiody. Have you not 
heard the group passing your house 
attempting the selection of the last 
quartet they heard sung between the 
acts? 
AVe know very well that you 


couldn't make literary clubs out of 
them, but they make themselves into 
a mighty nation. Now, really, isn't it 
quite wonderful that what these people 
have every day seems of such con- 
sequence when done up in a sermon? 
And we say this without having the 
least desire to minimize the sermon. 
We welcome the slrmon since it gives 
opportunity to show to v/»ie half how 
the other half lives. The drama teaches 
morals because it wants to succeed in 
business; the church teaches morals 
because it is its high mission to do so. 
It is well that the preacher and play- 
wright should understand one another 
aright. The drama must teach morals 
of fail, because society is essentially 
good and will not permanently sustain 
thatwhich is bad. Deep human inter- 
est and the principle of justice make 
the ground work of the drama and are 
the secret of its hold. The reward for 
wrong-doing is taught by the drama 
with a vivid realism not within the 
power 'of any other institution. 
The 


double standard of morality is ever 
held up by it to be alike impossible and 
hateful. The evil-doer is always pun- 
ished. 


To push the wages of sin and the 


triumph of virtue to the conclusion as 
taught by the drama we would like to 
call attention to "Camille," the work 
of Dumas. 
The stage knows a good 


deal about redemption as well as the 
doctors of theology, and it has a force 
ful way of telling what it knows. The 
stage never or almost never teaches im- 
purity, it ever or almost ever teaches 
purity, but it does not shut out the 
smner 
into 
perpetual darkness. 
It 


often makes true loVe find tne sinner 
out, and then it pardons the sins. 


Let some of this get into the sermons 


on purity.

wfcere he can. Among the regulations 
printed on the cards is an agreement 
by him to take no offense when treated 
civilly, ' ut he does not state what he 
will do under other circumstances. 


But this is not where the dansrer to 


health, if any there be, comes inl. The 
cards from long use have become soiled 
and greasy. They are passed into 
houses and taken out again without ie- 
gard to what diseases they may come in 
contact with, and are not only used in 
one place, but are taken! from town to 
town ail over the country and used in 
this manner. There may be no danger 
in this sort of thing, but, as before stat 
ed, if the regulation regarding milk 
tickets is necessary it would seem as if 
there was some risk irA allowing busi- 
ness to be done by the greasy card 
system.

HEARINGS ON EXTENSION 


Slate Commission to Act on Clarksburg 


and Cheshire Extension 


Two hearings concerning the Hoosac 


Valley street railway's extension plans 
will be given by the state buard of 
railroad commissioners in Boston next 
Tu^soay. . The state railroad law re- 
quire,-; that any railroad desiring lo ex- 
tend its lines into towns- in which it is 
not located shall be obliged to get au- 
thoiity 
from 
the 
state 
board. 


The l^cal road could therefore- gin au- 
thority from the selectmen of Adams 
for permission to extend to the Ches- 
hire town line, but in order to extend 
its tracks into Clarksburg or Cheshire, 
towns which it does not now touch, 
special permission must bo secured. 
The two hearings, on petitions of the 
Hoosac Valley company for authority 
to extend into Cheshire and Clarksburg 
will be held together in the office of 
the state commission, at 10.CO a. m., 
February '26. 


If authority is given by the state 


board, the Cheshire selectmen will act 
on the petition 'of the road for admis- 
sion to that town after the hearing 
which is yet to be set. In Clarksburg, 
the hearing was held a year ago, and 
the sentiment of the town was in favor 
'of the road. The selectmen have not 
yet granted the right of way, which 
they cannot do till the state commis- 
sion makes its decision. There will not 
need to be another hearing in Clarks- 
burg', however.

Preserving Wood. 
^ 


A curious byproduct of zinc is chloride 


-)T salts of zlno. which forinurly went to 
.vastc, but now is used as a wood preser- 
/ativo by railroads, bridge builders and 
lock builders, and for the protection of 
•hingios, clapboards, pillars and any other 
rood that Is exposed to moisture or in- 
luences that causn decay. The salts of 
dnc, in solution, by hydraulic pressure I 
i-.ro forced into tho pores of the wood, ! 
which is then soaked in a strong solution 
of tannin and gluo. The ties and piling 
DOW used on the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific and other western roads ate treated 
In this manner. Tho railway companies 
named use from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
pounds a year each. With this treatment 
a pine tie, which Is the only kind that can ' 
be found out in tho mountain country, 
will last three times as long as one of oak

AVERY'S ROCK. 


The Bflagrara Fa.ll> Tragedy -Which 


Gave .the Spot It> Name. 


A few men still livo about Niagara 


Falls who remember the woeful incident 
which gave a name to Avery's rock, a 
point usually of interest to the tourist. 
On Friday, July 19, 1853, Joseph A very, 
a German, was en tho river above the 
cataracts in a small skiff with a compan- 
ion. 
In SOIEG way they lost control of 


their boat, and it went over the falls with 
Avery's companion. Avery himself juinn- 
ed or fell out and succeeded in clinging to 
a log which had become jammed against 
a rock not far above the brink of the falls. 


It was evening when this happened, 


and Avery passed the night on the Ing, 
having mado himself more secure by tying 
himself to it with a piece of stout cord 
which ho had in his pocket. 


In the morning the man was seen, and 


thousands quickly gathered on the shores. 
A hugh placard was held up where it could 
be seen by Avery, on which, in gigantic 
letters, had been printed the words, "We 
will save you." 


All day tho people on shore strove to 


make their word good. Many devices were 
tried in vain. 
One boat was let down 


into tho current by ropes, but this was 
swamped immediately. Another followed, 
but tho lines became hopelessly entangled 
iu tho rocks, and it had to be abandoned. 
In the afternoon a raft was sent down, 
but tho raft stuck fast in the rocks. Thero 
seemed no way in whioh Avery could bo 
reached, and meanwhile his strength was 
fasti failing.

One woman will mix the coarse 


flour which is carried in a sack on the 
back of her camel, another will roll and 
shapo the dough, which is brought to her 
in small quantities, and a third will make 
a fire in an earthen vessel and attend to 
the baking. 
Women or boys on foot run 


along from one cook to the other and 
carry the material, and when the feast is 
ready they distribute it among the various 
members of the-tribe.—Chicago Record.

Tbe Prevalence ol Appendicitis 
Surseons admit that 75 per cant of all 


cases • ° appendicitis will recover without 
operation, but claim that 98percent could 
be saved by operating promptly on every 
case as soon as discovered. This discloses 
a debate of great significance, for physi- 
cians aro disinclined to turn all cases to 
the surgeon. Morris hr^ estimated that 
there are 200,000 newcas'us of appendicitis 
discovered each year in the United States. 
If this is true and the surgeons are right, 
46,000 of them would ba ruthlessly sacri- 
ficed under medical treatment. But physi- 
cians assert (and I wish I knew whether 
truly or not) that autopsies upon subjects 
that have died from other diseases than 
appendicitis show old inflammatory proc- 
esses about the appendix in one-third of 
the cases, just as old tuberculous cicatrices 
are found in the lungs where tuberculosis 
has never been suspected. In other words, 
one-third of all coming to the autopsy 
table and by inference a largo proportion 
of tho population have got well spontane- 
ously from an unsuspected trouble which 
would have subjected them to a life en- 
dangering operation had they fallen into 
the hands of a surgeon of sufficient skill 
to make the diagnosis. 


When surgeons extol the skill necessary 


to make diagnosis in doubtful cases, phy- 
sicians retort that these are the cases in 
which diagnosis would better not be made. 
Obviously the subject has not crystallized 
and is in process of evolution, but even the 
laity clamor for an operation when there 
Is recognized tumor and poisoning from 
pus absorption.—Medical Record.

Redwood EnonffU to L«*t 3OO 


at Present flute of Cntttnc. 


The habitat of the redwood ii peculiar. 


It is fou^i ouly in a narrow strip, closely 
fcugglns uia 1'ucillc coast, stretching from 
the southern boundary of Oregon or just 
across the boundary — for there are perhaps 
1,000 
licrcs of redwood la. Oregon — south- 


ward through northern California, nearly 
to the bay of San Francisco. 


The closest and finest growth Is In 


Huiuboldt county, near the northern end. 
That portion in Mcndoaino and Sonoma 
counties is not as heavy or continuous, 
nor are the trees as valuable for lumber, 
as they branch lower down. The wood is, 
however, of slower growth, Is denser and 
harder and perhaps moro durable. Tho 
best lumber and the heaviest growth MO 
everywhere in the valleys and on the Hats. 
On the hillside the trees nro smaller tvnd 
not so close, isowhore Is there any young 
growth. The youngest trees, which ar^ 
found only In the northern portion of the 
belt, are several hundred yews of age. 


This is profartbly the densest forest on 


earth. «s measured by the amount of thn- 
bsr per aero suitable for the sawmill. It 
is not the size of the trees alone v>'hioh 
produces this, although they are excep- 
tionally large, even in this state of large 
things, but it is the groat number of trees, 
the closeness of their stand. In a redwood 
forest the eun never shines — it is alvmyg 
twilight. You are, as it were, under the 
roof of n vast tomple, a roof of foliage. 
supported by great tree colnmns. 


The area of the redwood belt has been 


carefully mapped and Is, as nearly as can 
be estimated, 2,000 square miles, orl,280,- 
000 acres. The stand o£ timber on this 
area is not so easy to ascertain, but mar 
be computed thus:

The annual cut by the mills Is 350,000,- 


000 feet. At the present rate of cutting, 
therefore, the supply will last 800 years. 
In the Mendocino county there is nearly 
nine times as much timber on an acre as 
in the southern pineries. In Humboldt 
county, upon 96,443 acres, the average 
stand Is 84,000 feet per acre, nearly 17 
times as great as In the southern states. 


There is one cause of destruction from 


which this tree Is entirely exempt; that 
is flre. Containing no pitch, but, on the 
other hand, a large amount of water, It 
will not burn when green. 
No flro can 


run In a redwood forest. It is the only 
one of our coniferons lumber trees which 
is thus exempt. 


Redwood is in almost universal use on 


the California coast. In the construction 
of houses little other timber is ueed, even 
as far south as Los Angeles and Ban 
Diego. It is exported as far south as Val- 
paraiso and westward to Japan and Aus 
tralia. Indeed, considering its cheapness, 
$H per 1,000 feet in Eureka for the best. 
it seems strange that it has not found its 
.way in quantity to the Atlantic coast 
Certain it is that before many years red- 
wood will supplant the now vanishing 
white pine in casern markets. — National 
Geographic Magazine.

South Williams'iown Boy Who Madi 


Possible Town Copartnership 


in Schools 


John W. DiuMnson. formerly secre- 


tary of tne state board of education 
died in Newtonl Sunday. He had been 
ill for about a week with pneumonia. 
Mr. Dickinson was born in Chester, Oc- 
tober 2!, 1S27, but his youth was s;»ent 
in South Willia'-nstown. He attended 
the Mills school there and was in the 
Williston seminary two years before 
entering Williams college from which 
he was graduated with the class of 1852. 


Upon leaving college he went 
to { 


Westfield where he was an instructor 
for several years finally becoming prin- 
cipal of the normal school. 


In 1S77 Mr. Dickinson was chosen 


secretary oil ihe state board c' educa- 
tion, succeeding Mr. "White. He held 
the secretnrys/iip urJtil December 31, 
1893, when he lesigned. Of late he has 
been connectoi 
with 
the 
Emerson 


school of oratory. 


Perhaps the chief distinction of Sec- 


retary Dickinson's \\ork for the state 
was in originating and achieving the 
plan by which the small arJd ooorer 
towns of the s'at^ are given imoroved 
schools through the copartnership sys- 
tem of employing school superinten- 
dents. Towns not alone able to pay for 
this superintewiency are grouped with 
other places, similarly situated, and so 
expert supervision is secured. This was 
a great practical step toward beTterlntj 
our school system at its weakest roint. 
Mr. Dickinson framed the law under 
which this advance was made possible 
and pressed it until the flavorable ac- 
tion of the legislature was secured.

The members of 
the grange f-eel that this is the only 
way to solve tha problem of getting in- 
surance. The grange has secured the 
charter of the Amesbury o.nd Salis- 
bury Mutual Fire insurance- company ' 
and will proceed to do business alone: 
lines necessary for a company in the , 
business of insuring farm property. 


The offices cf the new company, will 


probably be moved to Worcester, as ! 
this is the center of the Grange dis- 
tnc< and the home of the new presi- 
dent of the company, Warren C. Jew- 
ett, who will probably have the man- 
agement ofl the company in charge. 


The matter of providing a company 


that would take even pieferred. farm 
risks has been in the hands of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the grar>ie for 
some considerable time. The control of 
the Amesbury company was secured 
by the grangers insuring in the con- 
cern and at the election of directors 
yesterday afternoon they secured eight ' 
ofl the 13 directorships. 


The name of the company will pro- 


bably be changed to something that 


l indicate thi.l it is a grange com- 


pany; but it is rot thought that it will 
be changed for ihe first year of its ex- 
ster.be in its new line of business.

After the Dartmouth schedule was com 
pleted, and at a date when it was too 
late to get other- attractions, the Wil- 
liams manager endeavored to have the 
Hanbver dates cancelled, but Manager 
Haphael refuel, whereupon Williams 
herself conceited those dates. This ac- 
tion robs Dartmouth ofl two important 
games withou: opportunity to get sat- 
isfactory substitutes, and is considered 
unusual. Darii.iouth students regard 
it as extremely discourteous; neverthe- 
less, Manager Raphael will insist that 
his pait of ths agreement be main- 
tained, arJd requir!* his team to play 
the two games scheduled for Williams- 
tov-n. Williams refuses to meet Dart- 
mouth at all in one branch of sport, and 
eviuently is not an!xious to meet her 
;n baseball T'.\o years aso Dartmouth 
gave Williams an exceptional guarantee 
in football for ihe sake o3 a irame at 
Hanover, but rince then Dartmouth has 
been utterly rnable to arrange a foot- 
ball contest on any grounds."
